OPA caught the brickbats 
when it appeared, for a time, that 
the sugar shortage was an illu- 
sion. Now Secretary of Agricul- 
ture Wickard, as food administra- 
tor, will supervise rationing of all 
foodstuffs. 

Petroleum Administrator Ickes 
tells OPA when the supply of oil 
has dwindled to the danger point 
which requires eastern gasoline 
rations to be carved. But Wil- 
liam M. Jeffers, rubber director, 
actually runs mileage rationing. 
He recently directed Henderson to 
give 700,000 traveling salesmen 
many million gallons of gasoline 
more than they had been getting, 
over Henderson’s earlier refusal. 
In the east, Jeffers’ instructions 
meant that Henderson must take 
gasoline away from somebody else 
for the salesmen. 

Mileage rationing for trucks and 
commercial vehicles is under Jo- 
seph B. Eastman, director of the 
Office of Defense Transportation. 
On rationed commodities other 
than oil, gasoline and foods, WPB 
is OPA’s boss. 

In questions of price policies, 
Brown would have more lattitude 
than in rationing, and the general 
opinion is that he will give ground 
here and there to relieve ceiling 
pressure and price squeezes. In 
this field, however, OPA is sub- 
ject to the recommendations of 
James F. Byrnes, director of Eco- 
nomic Stabilization. 

Byrnes yesterday gave notice 


that rationing also is in his sphere 


by stepping into the gasoline and 
fuel oil situation to iron out con- 
fusion among the Henderson, 
Ickes and Eastman agencies.

Dec. 20.—(AP)—The nation faces still 


more drastic restrictions on travel and shipment of goods, 
Donald M. Nelson, chairman of the War Production Board, 


warned today. 


He discussed the outlook in a 


letter to Chairman Murray, Demo- | 


crat, Montana, of the Senate 


Small Business Committee. 

“The mobility of consumers will 
be greatly restricted, both of ne- 
cessity and by consumer choice,” 
Nelson wrote. “Travel 
mobile is due for restriction much 


more drastic than that obtaining) 


today. Travel by common carrier 
will be increasingly inconvenient 
and in some instances not permis- 
sible. Reduced variety of goods, 
rationing, price controls, the value) 
of time to the individual, 


are among the factors which will 
reduce consumers’ desire to ‘shop | 
around,’ or to buy at a distance | 
from home. 

Military Factors. 


“It is conceivabie that military 
factors may even necessitate the 
restriction of travel and of freight 
movement ir. certain areas. These 
factors suggest that goods must be 
available to consumers close to 
their homes, and that such locally 
available merchandise should 
cover almost the whole range of 
essential needs.” 

In this connection, Nelson sug- 
gested storing civilian supplies 
near consuming centers as one 
safeguard against distribution 
breakdowns. He commer.ed, how- 
ever, that “whatever the system 
which emerges, it may be subject 
to breakdown for shorter or long- 
er periods and in smailer or larger 
areas.” 

“There may be occasions, hours, 
days or weeks in duration, when 
civilian goods cannot be moved in 
adequate quantities to or from cer- 
tain areas,” he said. “It may well 
be advisable, therefore, to have 
considerable inventories of food, 
fuel, clothing and health supplies 
stored adjacent to consumers at all 
times against such an eventuality.”

Wendell Willkie, former candidate for the 
presidency on the Republican ticket, has served 
the nation well on many occasions.

It has been explained, time and again, that 
General Eisenhower, by accepting the Darlan 
collaboration, saved thousands of American 
lives and weeks of inestimably valuable time 
in the taking over of West Africa. That, alone, 
is sufficient justification for the military al- 
liance with Darlan. 

Darlan himself, now, has issued a formal 
statement in which he places himself, finally 
and irrevocably, on our side in the struggle. 
In that statement he categorically denies any 
personal ambition for after, the war, declaring 
he will be glad to retire, then, to private life. 

Furthermore he explains his previous ap- 
parent alliance with the Axis, as being invol- 
untary, forced at gun point. With Germans all 
around him, with his every word and every 
move spied upon, what else could he do, than 
make the best of a bad situation and wait 
for the coming of the day of opportunity to 
reveal what he now avows were his true colors 
throughout? ’ 

That day of opportunity came when our 
men landed on the African coast. 

Whether or not we can believe, 100 per 
cent, Darlan’s present assertions is beside the 
point. The point to remember is he is valuable 
as an ally, and we should be utterly foolish to 
refuse his assistance. 

And, after all, is it hard to believe that a 
man completely in German power might appear 
in false light? Don’t we all know that every 
word, every act, every opinion that comes, 
openly, out of occupied Europe is nothing more 
than the word, the act or the opinion the Nazis 
desire? The only news from occupied Europe 
upon which any reliance at all may be placed 
is that smuggled out by the underground or- 
ganizations of patriots, which still exist. And 
even this must be carefully examined before 
we accept it.

Just a Little More 

It has been accepted as fact, throughout 
1942, that Great Britain has reached the final 
limit of her ability to wage war, both on the 
fighting front and the industrial front at home. 
We have been told that Britain, achieving 
miracles of war production, was “100 per cent 
all out” in war effort. 

Yet it has been true, time and time again, 
that what is considered 100 per cent effort 
can, in emergency or by sheer will power, be 
surpassed. So, now come reports from Britain 
outlining methods by which her contribution 
to the cause of the United Nations will be in- 
creased in 1943. 

There: will be even further economies in 
British food supply, so that more shipping may 
be released for direct war transport. Bread 
flour will be diluted even more than in the past. 
No bread will be allowed to go on sale until the 
day after it is baked. Consumption of staler 
bread is always less than of fresh. 

There will be smaller imports of canned milk, 
this commodity being replaced with dried milk, 
which requires less shipping space. 

In order to increase home food production, 
all classes of rural and village residents will 
bé required to do at least part-time field work 
in 1943. More women and older men will be 
drafted for the war factories, labor will be 
more carefully allocated with the object of 
freeing more of the younger men for front-line 
duty with the Army and Navy. 

These are a few of the ways by which Brit- 
ain, already at peak of war production and war 
effort, will seek to go even beyond that peak 
in 1943,

The fact that the War Department has 
reached into high schools to begin training the 
thousands of specialists needed in modern 
mechanized warfare comes as no surprise to 
those who realize the seriousness of the present 
Situation. On the contrary, it is to be wonder- 
ed that this sort of program was-not outlined 
earlier in. view of the tremendous demand for 
skilled persons in the all-out war effort. 

The program has many good points, aside 
from the vital one of long range planning for 
winning the war. Certainly it is better to 
prepare and plan for an extended effort to win 
the war than to be found wanting. It is not 
stretching pessimism too much to believe the 
job of beating the Axis is not going to be an 
easy matter, or one which can be taken care 
of in a short period. It may take years to win 
the war. 

This is a technical age, and it assuredly 
will stand in good stead to know how to handle 
technical problems. Thus parents, as well as 
high school students themselves, will find in 
this governmental program much of genuine 
value, not only for the war needs, but for the 
post-war world.

When the shipment arrived in England, a 
gift from the American government, troops 
were standing at the piers waiting for the crates 
to be unloaded, so that they at least would 
have something to fight with in case of the 
threatened German invasion. 

Mr., Churchill’s revelation of British weak- 
ness after Dunkirk again brings up the ques- 
tion of why Hitler failed to follow through 
with an invasion of England at the time France 

fell. It is entirely possible that future historians will mark it 
down as his greatest blunder of the war. 

No one can say that England would have been able to stand 
if the blow had been struck at her period of greatest vulnerability. 
And with England fallen Hitler would have been left with a free 
hand to deal with Russia. All of Europe and North Africa would 
have come completely under his domination. ‘The blow at Pearl 
Harbor might have come almost a year earlier and caught us 
even less prepared than we were when it finally fell. 


WHY HITLER FAILED Various speculatians have been put 


forward as to why Hitler failed to 
move against the British then. One is that he was influenced by 
the belief that if France were defeated Britain could not or would 
not fight on. He may have also relied on the assumption that his 
air force would be sufficient to knock them out without the ne- 
cessity of undertaking the bloody Channel crossing. 

Another suggestion is that he never figured on the necessity 
for a final showdown with the British, but harbored the feeling 
they would be ready for peace negotiations once their allies on the 
continent were destroyed. We do know that peace overtures were 
put out by Berlin after the fall of France. The British rejected 
them flatly and hastened about the business of getting their prep- 
arations in readiness for the assault which never came, except 
through the air. 


THORMA REVELATIONS But the most plausible explanation 


comes from British sources after 
reported conversations with General Thorma, of the German Afrika 
Korps, who was captured by General Montgomery’s forces in Egypt. 
Thorma is said to have revealed that the plan of the German high 
command in 1940 was to bypass France for a direct assault on Eng- 
land after Belgium and Holland had been overrun. 

The Germans, as the story goes, had anticipated much greater 
resistance from the French army, which had been falsely rated as 
the best in Europe. While the fighting was proceeding along the 
Maginot line the plan, according to the reported Thorma account, 
was to use the Belgium and Holland embarkation ports for

I have picked 
them up in conversation here and there with 
men of our armed services who have dined 
out. 

1—The dinner was a terribly dull occasion. 
That is to say, the hosts were too stiff and 
formal and obviously ill at ease; or they went 
to the other extreme and took too much to 
drink, were loud and silly. In some places, 
too, the hosts let the guest serve as a sort of 
nurse for the children, in that they put the 
whole burden of entertaining them on the 
guest. He was mauled, had his buttons pulled, 
held them on his lap until he was weary: all 
the while the hosts looked on benignly, think- 

ing, apparently, the soldier was having a grand time. 

2—This will be Christmas Day and if you have your guest in 
time for a morning religious service, he no doubt will enjoy it. 
The usual complaint is that if a Sunday dinner guest, one was 
taken to a morning service, a young people’s service in the after- 
noon, and an evening service. A soldier doesn’t get much liberty; 
his days begin early and end late and are filled with routine. 
He likes a little entertainment. Take him for a ride; take him to 
a show. 

3—Be sure that if he wishes to leave after a noon or evening 
dinner, that he is allowed to do so. Very often he can have a 
better time after dinner if he can get away. Make it easy for 
him to leave if he does have a date with a young lady or a party 
planned somewhere else in the afternoon. You can find this out 
very easily. Be frank. 

4—-Be sure the dinner is worth inviting someone to eat. Don't 
think of the soldier as a poor starved boy. He often is starved 
for a bit of the home life he knew, but he is well fed and his 
Christmas dinner probably will be better than your own unless 
you are having a really good one. 

5—If you are one of those self-conscious hosts, please don't 
be so self-conscious about the location of the bath room. You 
need not be furtive about it. Just tell him, or show him. 

6—Don't talk down to him; don't treat him as a small boy; but 
try to have a pleasant, normal sort of conversation. 

7—If you do get a boy from the country, or city, who has not 
had much educational advantages, don't frighten him with your 
grandeur. Be patient and help him be at ease. 

That about covers the field, generally, I think. It is surprising 
the experiences the boys have had as dinner guests. Some of them 
are comparable with the horrors of war. Others have been very 
pleasant and will, mean lifelong friendships.

“My wife had got ready a very fine dinner—viz: a dish of 
marrow bones; a leg of mutton, a loin of veal, a dish of fowl, three 
pullets and two dozen larks all in a dish, a great tart, a neat’s 
tongue, a dish of anchovies, a dish of prawns and cheese.” (One

Japanese Torpedoes 
United States naval officers on duty against 
the Japanese in the Pacific are said to have 


attributed much of the damage our ships iave 
suffered in various combats with the-enemy, 
to the exceptional power of Japanese torpedoes. 

According to an Associated Press dispatch 
from that area, it was only the effectiveness 
of their torpedoes which enabled one Japanese 
fleet to escape. Says this report: “Without 
their torpedoes the enemy probably would have 
been wiped out, but we were sufficiently 
damaged to be unable to pursue. Navy officers 
reported the Jap torpedoes were ‘the most 
powerful known and far more damaging than 
ours or the Germans.’” 

If that report is correct, and there is no 
reason to doubt it, something must be done 
to make our own torpedoes at least as effective 
as the Japanese. There is no logical reason 
why they should not be. Certainly the British, 
who inaugurated the “block buster” four-ton 
aerial bombs, can create a torpedo that shall 
be more effective and destructive than any 
other. We may confidently expect a weapon, 
for our usage, that shall show even the Japs 


something new in destructive power.

Ration

Smiling at the butcher doesn't 
make much difference these days. 
If he hasn't got it, you can’t get 
it. So, go to market with an open 
imagination and plan your menu 
on the spot around whatever meat 
is available. 

Now, let’s see he has 
plenty of liver. Fried liver with 
onion goes fine with baked pota- 
toes, string beans, stewed toma- 
toes, a fruit compote desert and 
coffee—if you have any. 


Or, maybe he will let you have 
a pound of lean meat. Oh, you 
want to serve six? Then stretch 
it! One way is to make the pound 
into a meat pie. Stew the meat 
first with an assortment of vege- 
tables, put it into a casserole, top 
with pastry, and bake. 

If it’s ground meat, you can 
spread it over six to eight serv- 
ings. Moisten the meat with two 
or three tablespvonfuls of milk, 
season with salt and pepper, and 
toast six—or eight—slices of bread 
on one side. Then spread the meat 
clear to the edges on the untoasted

But 
the Market Basket, from Washing- 
ton, says one bird with dressing 1s 
worth two without. After cutting 
the veal into two or three-inch 
strips, spread with your special 
dressing, roll, and skewer in neat 
nackages. Then brown in fat. 
Add a little water and braise slow- 
ly in a covered baking dish until 
tender. 

For other sure-fire ways of ex- 
tending meat, try these: Patties 
with crumbs, or mashed potatoes; 
meat stews with noodles or dump- 
lings; spaghetti or macaroni with 
meat balls, tomato sauce and 
cheese: leftover meats—if any— 
in croquettes, or hash with pota- 
toes and onions.

Barney Ross 
Named Winner 


Of Neil Trophy 


Hero of Solomons Sole 


Nominee as Boxing’s 
‘‘Man of Year.”

NEW YORK, Dec. 20.—(4)— 
Corporal Barney Ross, the little 
round-faced Marine from Chicago 
who once held three world cham- 
pionships and has been doing a 
lot better-than-bad on Guadalca- 
nal lately, today was named win- 
ner of the Edward L. Neil Memo- 
rial trophy as boxing’s “Man of 
the Year.” 

The Boxing Writers’ Association 
of New York, voting on the award 
given annually in memory of the 
Associated Press boxing writer 
and war correspondent who was 
killed in Spain in 1938, didn’t even 
bother to consider another candi- 
date. Corporal Barney’s job on 
a bunch of Japs one night a few 
weeks ba made him the sole 
nominee and unanimous choice. 

As a matter of fact, as soon as 
word drifted back of how Barney, 
wounded and suffering from shock 
and fever. tangled with a detach- 
ment of Japs while protecting 
three wounded comrades the night 
of November 19 and stood off the 
enemy until help arrived the next 
day, there wasn’t any one else in 
the same league as a candidate for 
the award. Even the Japs—those 
who got away from Barney that 
night—probably would concur. 

KAYOED SEVEN JAPS. 

Ross “kayoed” at least seven of 
the enemy for keeps in that onc- 
night stand in the Solomons. Be- 
cause of his wounded pals, he had 
refused to be evacuated when his 
Marine unit was ordered to the 
rear after being isoJated in danger- 
ous underbrush, although it was 
almost certain death to remain 
exposed to a hidden mgchinegun 
nest. During the evening, he fired 
more than 450 rounds of ammuni- 
tion, pitched a pack of hand gren- 
ades, and, as he related afterward, 
“prayed.” The “scorekeepers” who 
got him out the next day counted 
seven dead Jap snipers and said 
there were at least 10 other “prob- 
ables.” 

For this heroism, Barney was 
promoted on the field to a corpo- 
ral and his compan; commander, 
Captain O. K. Leblanc, recom- 
mended him for either the Navy 
Cross or the Army Distinguished 
Service Cross. 

PRESENTATION IN JANUARY. 

The Neil plaque naming Barney 
as the man who did the most for 
the fight game this year will be 
presented as usual, at the Boxing 
Writers’ annual dinner either late 
in January or early in February. 
The writers hope the presentation 
can be made in person to Barney, 
who is expected back in the United 
States some time in January. 
he won't be able to sit in on the 


| proceedings, a ranking Marine of:- 


ficer will be invited to accept the 
trophy in his behalf. Among of- 
ficials asked to attend as guests is 
Lieutenant General Thomas Hol- 
comb, commandant of the U. S.

Corporal Ross, is the fourth man 
now wearing one of Uncle Sam’s 
uniforms to win the award, but 
only the second to get it after en- 
tering military service. The only 
other to accept the trophy in unl- 
form was Sergeant Joe Louis a 
year ago.

Sisler twice, in 1920 and 1922; 
Harry Heimann ‘four times, in 
1921, 1923, 1925 and 1927; Al Sim- 
mons twice, in 1930 and 1931; Jim- 
my Foxx twice, in 1933 and 1938; 
Joe DiMaggio twice, in 1930 and 
1940, and of course the current 
hero, Williams.
